There is still a tendency to 
place entirely too much dependence 
upon the law and rhe form of gov­ 
ernm ent; and many are for substi­ 
tuting statutes and constitutional pro­ 
visions for the self-governing instinct. 
The newer conception of

municipal government

sound public opinion; and the idea of 
the city manager has proved a popu­ 
lar idea because it represents just 
this thought.”
